ernments. This is a large scale proposition, for which 
few Canadians are prepared. 

It is said in justification that one central government 
was the original idea of Sir John A. MacDonald who said: 
“If we could have one Parliament legislating for the 
whole of these peoples, it would be the best, the cheapest, 
the most vigorous and the strongest system of govern¬ 
ment we could adopt.” 

Great as the vision of Sir John A. and the Fathers of 
Confederation must have been, they could however scarce¬ 
ly have visualized the modern Canada and the diversity 
of resources which have developed within recent years. 
Canada is immensely scattered with industries of fishing, 
mining, lumbering, ranching, farming and manufacturing 
far greater than were dreamed of in 1867. Its natural 
topography divides it into two or possibly three distinct 
parts. Whether a government functioning at Ottawa 
would press the diversified interests of B. C. and the prai¬ 
ries as persistently as those of Eastern Canada would be 
a question _ 

The writer says “to the individual Canadian, it is not 
important in what province he lives.” Few of us are wil¬ 
ling to concede so much. Those who live in Alberta have 
a definite love of their province. They take pride in the 
institutions which they have helped to build, and to sub- 
mrge Alberta under a blanket title of “Western Canada” 
would be something of a concession. Each province has 
had a distinctive history since its formation, and looks 
forward to developing along its own lines as a part of 
Canada. 

Hon. Turgeon who suggested the union of the prairie 
provinces, foresaw many difficulties in the way, and many 
concessions on the part of all for mutual good. His plan 
however, had a great measure of economic merit, and 
since prairie interests are on the whole identical, there 
seems little reason why there should be very strenuous 
objection. 

Undoubtedly there is a great and costly overlapping in 
our complicated systems of government. Legislative and 
Federal departments cover the same work and either co¬ 
operate or collide. For instance' navigable streams have 
been regarded as federal business. But with the new 
business of water power rising superior to navigation, the 
provinces declare rights on power. Railways have been 
federal interest, and for that reason the Hudson Bay rail¬ 
way which benefits only the western provinces, becomes a 
project for which all the nation must pay. The federal 
railway systems are now in competition with the bus the 
motor car and the truck, all operating under different 
provincial restrictions. Provincial rights impinge on fed¬ 
eral rights, often to the injury of the nation. 

In some respects one central government might have 
an advantage. In some respects the union at least of the 
prairie provinces would be of great advantage. 

At any rate the present costly system of duplication 
and overlapping would show that the British North Amer¬ 
ica Act which defines the rights of the dominion and the 
province should be revised to meet modem reuirements. 


HOCKEY FUTURE 
(From The High River Times) 

It is at this season of the year that plans are laid for 
next year’s hockey and there is some discussion on the 
prospect for senior hockey in tRe town. The general feel¬ 
ing seems to be much in favor of the continuance of sen¬ 
ior hockey. Although this year was unfavorable so far 
as gate receipts were concerned, it is not expected that 
the same conditions will prevail indefinitely. There is the 
anticipation that next year will see better times for the 
rural supporters who are many in number, and conse¬ 
quently better times in the town. Although the Fliers 
were not a winning team this season, that is part of the 
ups and downs of sport, and they gave splendid exhibi¬ 
tions of senior hockey. The town has been educated 
through the years to fast hockey and expects a senior 
quality For this reason, it is to be hoped that from the 
standpoint of sport entertainment, the senior team will 
continue to function. 

More than this, every secondary team of the town, down 
to the midgets, takes color from the standards of senior 
play. They gain great benefit from seeing senior hockey 
and the style of play which it demands. What they lose 
as drawing card in gate receipts, they make up for in the 
standard of game which they have an opportunity of fol¬ 
lowing. There is no doubt that there i s a great difference 
between senior and intermediate hockey. The local inter¬ 
mediate team, considering that it was their first year in 
that class, held up their end well, and gave fans some 
smooth, keen games. But, while there were several fine 
performances in this class,' they did not approach the 
speed and finish of the senior games. Anyone following 
the contests through the season acknowledges that there 
is superiority of action in the senior class. 

The arrangements involving the southern and northern 
league play this year, was costly to High River, and prob¬ 
ably also to the Miners. But it is hoped that a continu¬ 
ance of the Southern Alberta Senior League will find the 
Fliers entered for 1933. 


GOOD MEN LOST 


The news that a number of the men of the R C.A.F. are 
being discharged, is of special interest to High River, in j 
view of the fact that we have first hand knowledge of the 
faithful, valiant service which many of these men have 
rendered. It occurs to the average person as particularly 
unfortunate that such numbers of smaller salaried people 
are being turned out of employment, and cut off from j 


their chosen profession or driven to other lands. This 
would be a fine opportunity for high salaried heads of or¬ 
ganizations and corporations to demonstrate their pa¬ 
triotism by cutting their own salaries to $10,000 a year. 
Better for the country to give employment to the heads 
of ten families at $2000 a year than to pay one $20,000 
salary. 1

HITCH HIKING 

There is quite an amount of hitch-hiking in connection 
with the horse sales which have been held in High River 
from year to year. That is to say a good many sales ait 
made outside the organization, after the buyers have been 
attracted by advertising and all arrangements have been 
made. Many are able to take advantage of the holding of 
the sale without paying entry fee or carrying any burden 
of association. They ride in under the power of' the ad¬ 
vertised sale. No doubt there is little, if any intention of 
seizing the advantage of the buyers’ presence, through ef¬ 
forts of others. No doubt many who Tnake sales independ 
ent of the organization do so without considering 
that they are taking advantage. But the fact does re¬ 
main that these sellers do benefit by the assembled buyers 
without assisting in bringing them to the scene. This 
has been noticeable not only 'at the Community Sale of 
this year, but .at the Agricultural Society sales of other 
years And in the majority of instances according to re¬ 
port, the prices obtained have been no better than if the 
animals had been entered and sold under the management. 

It is not a particularly serious matter, except that the 
strength of a sale is in proportion to local support. As a 
matter of fact this year, the demand was such that twice 
as many horses might have been disposed of than were, 
and an advertised sale of twice as many horses would 
have no doubt increased the number of buyers and the 
power of the organization. There is additional strength 
and influence in any project which has 100 per cent, back¬ 
ing by the community, and if intending sellers in the fu¬ 
ture would enter their horses in the organized Bale, they 
would give confidence to the management, add to the pow¬ 
er of the sale and have the knowledge that they were car¬ 
rying their share in a worthwhile community project. 

COMMON CONDITION 

It is reported that the little village of Leavitt has actu¬ 
ally lost 1300 people from its population during the last 
thirty years. This simply means that the growing popu¬ 
lation, the youngsters of the community have had to go 
out from home to obtain employment or an occupation 
elsewhere. The total population of Leavitt has been prac¬ 
tically the same as it is today for the last thirty years, 
namely at about 200 souls. To think of the loss to this 
one community of all its young manhood and womanhood 
year after year going into other towns and districts for a 
liveliehood is a very serious matter. More serious still 
does it become when you realize that the history of Leav¬ 
itt in this particular is the history of every other com¬ 
munity including Cardston in the whole countryside. 

Furthermore, it is the history of Canada. This country 
for years has been educating its young people only to lose 
them to United States and other parts of the world where 
they have gone to get employment and engage in indus¬ 
try. Never before, until the terrible effects of this depres¬ 
sion rest so heavily upon us, have we been able to get 
people to see the economic folly of forcing our young 
people to seek employment elsewhere. Right in Cardston 
and the surrounding countryside, more than 1,000 young 
people are going to be through school and ready to enter 
industrial life within the next five years, and if we do not 
something about it we are going to lose these 1,000 young 
people. And they are fine young peonl® too. Bright, 
keenly alert, capable fellows for the most part, and young 
women, the superior of whom cannot be found in any land. 
What are we going to do for them, beside educate them? 
Are we going to drift along as usual and lose them all as 
the years go by? 

The point is tiiat by concerted effort something really 
might be done about this problem. Some industry or fac¬ 
tory could be started right in Cardston which would ab¬ 
sorb a good share of the young people of the town. Capi¬ 
tal seems to be the main need in establishing a number of 
such industries as might prosper in this community. Sure¬ 
ly there are 40 or 50 men in the town who could find from 
$100 to $500 each toward some community project which 
would be the nucleus of an industrial expansion here 
which would solve the unemployment problem permanent¬ 
ly in this community. Already, we understand, some com 
niittee work is being done along this project, and we are 
heartily behind such a move 

Let every person interested think the matter over, and 
by united action this matter can be settled in every part 
of the district, for the people of Leavitt can establish a 
condensery, of Glenwood a cannery, of Mountain View 
some other industry, and so on in every section there can 
be some construction project undertaken which will solve 
the situation.—Cardston Newg.

A E CROSS DIES 
PIONEER RANCHER 

One of Most Noted Alberta Ranchers 

and Business Man Succumbs in 
Montreal 

Following an operation in Montreal, 
A. E. Cross of Calgary died in Mon¬ 
treal General Hospital on Thursday, 
March 10. Funeral sendees were 
held at the .Pro Cathedral, Calgary, 
on Monday afternoon and in the im¬ 
mense cathedral were assembled 
friends and companions from every 
walk of life, who mourned the pass¬ 
ing of one of Alberta’s most promin¬ 
ent citizens. Mr. Cross, though’a citi¬ 
zen of Calgary, had interests in so 
many parts of Alberta that many dis¬ 
tricts consider him “one of theirs.” 
His interests were so varied, as to in¬ 
clude almost every element of pro¬ 
vincial activity, and the loss of his 
virile energetic presence will be felt 
for many years to come. 

A. E. Cross was born in Montreal 
in 1861, a son of Hon Alexander 
Cross, judge of the Queen’s bench. 
Educated in Montreal and England, 
he also took courses at the Ontario 
Agricultural College and Montreal 
Veterinary College. In 1884 he came 
to Calgary as bookkeeper of the Brit¬ 
ish American Horse Ranch syndicate. 
But he at once responded to the call 
of ranch life, and started for himself 
by homesteading on Mosquito Creek 
near N’anton. This acreage was in¬ 
creased until it became one of the 
largest ranches in the province. 

In 1899, he married Miss Macleod, 
daughter of CoL James A. Macleod 
and in the same year he was elected 
as Conservative piember to the N.W. 
T. legislature In 1892 he launched 
the Calgary Bw.wJng .Company after 
preparing for this by a thorough 
study of the brewing business. In 
1907 he was made president of the 
Calgary Board of Trade and was a 
director of the Alberta Exhibition 
Association almost from its founda¬ 
tion. When the Calgary Stampede 
was launched in 1912, the “Big Four” 
who were largely responsible for its 
success were P. Burns, A. J. McLean 
A. E. Cross and the late George Lane. 

Amongst other.. organizations in 
which he was director or prominent 
member, were the Can. Manufactur¬ 
er’s Association, the Western Brew¬ 
ers, General Hospital, Calgary, West¬ 
ern Stock Growers’ Association, Roy¬ 
al Trust Company, Western Canada 
Polo Association, Alberta Fish and 
Game Protective Association 

From these vastly different. asso¬ 
ciations may be gathered the wide 
scope of his interests. Anything 
which encouraged good sport and the 
protection of wild life, or the devel¬ 
opment of wholesome western out¬ 
door living received his active sup¬ 
port, and his charities were infinite. 

He is survived by his widow, three 
sons, James, Alexahder and John and 
two daughters, Mary ancL Margaret.

American Letter to Pres. Hoover Ur¬ 
ges Return to Commercial Friend¬ 
ship With Canada 

Establishment of a customs union 
between the United States and Can¬ 
ada.was urged by Representative Cel- 
ler in a letter to President Hoover in 
which he declared that while increas¬ 
ed trade between the two nations 
would not wholly solve the economic 
difficulties of today nevertheless it 
would appreciably improve conditions. 

Submitting figures showing the de¬ 
cline in imports and exports of the 
United States with Canada by months 
since the beginning of 1929, Repre¬ 
sentative Celler declared “we have 
unquestionably come to a parting of 
the way. We must determine wheth¬ 
er high tariff walls shall isolate us 
permanently from Canadian markets 
or whether we shall lower these walls 
and again become good commercial 
fWends. 

“Your distinguished predecessor, 
the late Williarti ^Howard Taft, in his 
annual message to Congress of De¬ 
cember 6, 1910, and also in his spec¬ 
ial message of January 16, 1911, voic¬ 
ed sentiments and observations rela¬ 
tive to reciprocity with Canada which 
are just as potent today as when 
they were first uttered. 

“Unfortunately, the far-seeing ef¬ 
forts of President Taft proved un¬ 
availing and the trade and commer¬ 
cial breach between Canada and the 
United States has widened ever since 
We have built our tariff walls highei 
and higher, and the Canadians have 
responded in kind. Thus we stand 
behind our high tariff walls with 
folded arms while Canada stands be 
hind hers and thumbs her nose at us. 
Meanwhile, business comes to a stand 
still. • 

“May I not therefore, Mr. Presi¬ 
dent, prevail upon you to open nego¬ 
tiations to the end that there may be 
adopted between this country and 
Canada a sort of zollverein or cus¬ 
toms union, so that the reciprocity 
agitated for so long a period may be¬ 
come finally a reality ”—Sanitary 
Engineer, U.S.A.

HELP S PRICES 

Market in Britain and Demand for 

Label Beef Has Kept Market from 
Ruin 

“While largely a period of disap¬ 
pointing prices for the various class¬ 
es of livestock, the past year was not 
without some compensating features, 
particularly in respect to the recep¬ 
tion given to the better grades of 
stock at practically every market 
session. It is apparent that of the 
major branches of the agricultural 
industry, commercial meat animal 
production fared better than any oth 
er. The two sustaining factors in the 
market for cattle were the renewal 
and expansion of export trade with 
Great Britain, facilitated by an unus 
ually lone ru n of grain-fed cattle; 
and the comparatively strong increas 
os in the demand for Blue Brand and 
Red Brand beef, in all provinces 
where this class of meat, officially 
guaranteed as of good to choice quali¬ 
ty, is being handled by the trade, in 
response to consumer appreciation.— 
The Economic Annalist.

SATISFY DEBTS 

instances of Straits of Some Ontario 

Farms; Stripped of Resources to 
Pay Debts 

....All the -troubles are not in the West 

as shown by certain cases specified in 
che Toronto Star These instances 
of financial difficulties have been 
taken from a most thriving area of 
Ontario,-and are told in the Star. 

In one case a merchant insisted on 
oeing paid $6 by a Lincoln farmer 
and this man sold his only horse for 
that sum and paid the debt. 

In North Grimsby a.man was pre¬ 
sented with his tax bill and payment 
was demanded. He sold practically 
all the furniture in the house and 
paid the taxes. 

A farmer had a herd of fourteen 
goats, but was short of fodder. The 
Humane Society, very careful of all 
animals with four feet, warned him 
that the goats must be kept fed and 
nappy. A man to whome $15 was 
owed came along demanding payment 
and the farmer turned over to him 
his herd of goats. 

A farmer and his son drove their 
old car to Hamilton market with but¬ 
ter and eggs which they sold for $10. 
They got a summons demanding $16 
for having defective brakes and sold 
che car to pay the fine. 

Ben Hyslop of St. Ann’s informed 
the Star representative that in 1914 
the tax on his farm was $13 Last 
year his tax bill was $187. 

The significance of some of these 
transactions will not be lost on our 
readers. Farmers and others are be¬ 
ing pressed for payments they cannot 
make without parting with the only 
means whereby they live. Should a 
farmer, at a time like this, be made 
to strip his humble home of its fur¬ 
niture to pay his taxes? It is very 
well for a city magistrate to hand out 
$15 fines to motorists, but in times 
like these surely magistrates should 
inquire and learn something about 
circumstances wherein a fifteen dollar 
fine amounts almost to a death sen¬ 
tence. 

Why arrange a moratorium in 
large matters and allow ruthless pro¬ 
cedure to wreck homes in connection 
>vith little debts? 

Legal rights and lawful procedure 
are too cast-iron' and inhuman for 
times like these and need to have 
injected into them a little Christian 
charity or social commonsense.
